4. The Amendment, IDS and Petition for Time Extension filed by 
Applicant on 11/27/2006 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment /Arguments 

5. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 11/27/2006 
have been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 
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6. The rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention is withdrawn. 

7. The rejection of claims 1-17 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Yamazaki, JP No. 2003-309701 (hereinafter 
"Yamazaki") is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

8. Claims 1, 8-9, 11 and 14-17 are allowed. 

9. The following is an examiner 1 s statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is Yamazakia and Wang, U.S. Patent No. 5,340,901 
(hereinafter "Wang"). Yamazaki teaches a resin composition 
containing a urethane (meth) acrylate obtained by reacting a 
polyhydric alcohol containing phosphorus with a polyf unctional 
isocyanate and a hydroxylated (meth) acrylate . Wang teaches a 
two -component, primerless organic phosphorus containing 
polyurethane adhesive. The cited references difference from the 
present invention in that the present invention comprises a 
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phosphorus -containing polyol have a phosphorus atom represent by 
formula (5) and a carboxyl group- containing, phosphorus -free 
polyol .
